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Tatistcheff, 
Receives Two 
Months’ Term 


Count Viadimir Tatistcheff, 40- 
year-old Russian emigre, was sen- 
tenced to two months’ imprisonment 
in the First Special District Court 
yesterday morning, after being 
found guilty on a charge of de- 
fruudiing another Russian of $8,000 
in a cigarette deal. 


Tne accused Russian, Who has 
several previous conyvicuuons both in 
the Settlement and Concession, re- 
ceived a deposit of $8,000 from Mr. 
I. S. Raskin after promising to de- 
liver 1,000 tins c.f Camel cigarettes. 


Testimony in court revealed that 
‘Tatistcheff approached the Russian 
broker and asked him to find a 
buyer for 2,000 tins of Camel 
cigarettes, which the former said he 
scould obtain at $55 per tin. It was 
agreed that they would sell the 
cigarettes at $85 per tin, with the 
profits being split evenly. 


Raskin then contacted a Portu- 
yuese broker named Carlos A. da 
Conceicao, who agreed to purchase 
1,000 tins of the cigarettes, at the 
price set by Tatistcheff. After 
agreeing on the deal at the Palace 
Hotel, the accused demanded a de- 
posit of $8,000 with the promise 
that the cigarettes would be deliver- 
ed to 24 Central Arcade later on the 
same day. 


The Portuguese broker was given 
a written guarantee by Mr. Raskin, 
promising to refund the advance on A 
demand, and after Tatistcheff failed \ 
to deliver the cargo, the complainant

informed the police. Tatistcheff was 
apprehended on Avenue Joffre 24 y 
hours later, with the assistance of SAN 
the French Police, and admitted the A 
fraud. 2 a
